Garvin made this statement because Mr. Mas- 
sey left it to be plainly inferred that if his ree- 
ignation as Chairma. of the committee were 
not accepted he would resign from the com- 
mission:

Reply to His Prosecutors. 


Dr. Briggs arose to reply to Dr. Birch at 
3:15 o’clock and to protest against the enter- 
taini of the appeal by the General Assem-

Under the terms of the Thacher system of 
award no value attaches.to the medal. It 
may be the common property of every one. 
It does not mark any superiority ineachieve- 
ment. 

The foreign Commissioners are men of 
large experience and acute intelligence. They 
have been connected officially with exposi- 
tions for years. They are familiar with the 
details of all systems of awards. When Mr. 


_John Boyd Thacher therefore indulgently de- 


elares that these gentlemen do not “ under- 
stand” his plan and thatif they did they would 
not object to it, when he asserts that his sys- 
tem is a perfect one and intimates that the for- 
eign Commissioners are so dull that they cannot 
comprehend it, he is going beyond the bounds 
of courtesy and needs to cultivate mod- 
esty and humility. Neither Mr, Thacher 
nor any other member of the National Com- 
mission is competent to instruct these gentle- 
men in systems of award or any other details 
of exposition business. Itis flattery to Mr. 
Thacher to say that they are his peers in expo- 
sition work. In Mr. Thacher’s estimation 
eleven men on the jury are obstinate 
and ‘he is the only reasonable one. 
The reverse is the case—he is the unreasona- 
ble man on the jury. With him the award sys- 
tem is a * fad,” and like all faddists he is 
pushing it in defiance of the views of compe- 
tent critics and assuming either that they do 
not know anything about the matter or are 
too dull to comprehend it. The attitude of 
compassion towards the “foreigners’’ which 
Mr. Thacher has taken is not the proper one. 
It is not the courteous one. 

Mr. Thacher is like the Pharisee who 
thought he would be heard because of his 
much speaking. He seems to think it is nec- 
essary to talk very loud to “ foreigners” be- 
cause some of them understand English im- 
perfectly.. He does not apparently know that 
the persons he is addressing aré the picked 
men of the world in exposition matters and 
that neither he nor any of his coadjutors can 
be capable of instructing them. His conduct 
now is of a piece with much of the meddling 
and muddling policy of the National Commis- 
sioners.

is not important and it should not be quoted 
asa precedent. There have been two great 
World’s Fairs since the Centennial, and the 
system of awards adopted at them gave uni- 
versal satisfaction. What was good enough 
for Paris in 1889 is good enough for Chicago 
in 1893. Why go back to the obsolete system 
of 1876 when a newer and bet one has 
singe been devised and has been. tested and 
approved by all the nations of the earthy and 
is now demanded by every competent author- 
ity in such matters on the ground—unless by 
some stretch of charity Mr. John Boyd Thach- 
er may be con*!2cred one of the number. 


A NATIONAL NUISANCE. 

The New York Times, an unbiased on- 
looker, has this to say concerning the World's 
Fair Directory and the National Commission: 

The recent difficulties between the Chicago Di- 
rectory and the National Commission touching 
the conduct of the World's Fair indicate that the 
National Commission is rapidly becoming a na- 
tional nuisance. Itis to be borne in mind that 
everything that has been done to promote the 
success of the Fair has been done by the repre- 
sentatives of Chicago. Up to last October, when 
the buildings were formally turned over to the 
National Commission, nothing had been done by 
the commission and everything by the directory, 
and every body knows that it had been admirably 
well done. As soqn as the National Commission 
took charge there began to be evidences of a fric- 
tion that had not hitherto occurred. The action 
of the Committee of Awards has driven away at 
least one important and attractive class of exhib- 
its and has disappointed and disgusted many 
classes.of exhibiters who have not been driven 
away. 

This is gospel truth. The National Com- 
mission is becoming a national nuisance, Nor 
is there cause for surprise considering the way 
in which its members were selected. The 
stockholders of the Exposition company con- 
sist chiefly of the leading men, firms, and cor- 
porations of Chicago. They chose as directors 
individuals who stood high in the community 
for business qualifications and general intelli- 
gence. They in turn called to their assistance 
men of the standing of Burnham and his asso- 
ciates. It is not surprising that great results 
have been accomplished when the picked and 
sifted ability and energy of the city were en- 
listed in the service of the Exposition. 

The members of the National Commission, 
with the exception of those selectéd by the 
President, were appointed by the Governors 
of States and Territories. Each of them was 
authorized to designate two men, one a Re- 
publican and one a Democrat, Many Gov- 
ernors saw an opportunity to give a personal 
or political friend a soft berth for three years 
—a good per diem, an opportunity to have a 
pleasant time at Chicago and to see the Fair 
free of charge. In some instances men of 
ability were picked out, but most of the ap- 
pointees were of a different class, Some idea 
of their caliber may be formed by recalling 
their complaints that their States had not 
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antics and so amazing are their blunders that 
a paper like the New York Times, after watch- 
ing their performances for awhile with con- 
temptuous amusement, feels that it is its duty 


to tell its readers that the National Commis- | 


sion has degenerated into a national nuisance. 


SUNDAY AND THE FAIR. . 

The ‘directors having made a rule provid- 
ing for the opening of the Pair Sundays and 
the National Commission having failed to 
modify it it remains in force, and the Exposi- 
tion will be open next Sunday unless between 
now and then some court issues an injunction 
forbidding it. No Judge of any State court is 
likely todo anything of the kind no matter 
how he might feel personally on the subject. 
It is difficult to see how he could claim juris- 
diction. Nor would any private individual, 
no matter how much he felt aggrieved by a 
contemplated opening of the Exposition on 
the first day of the week, have any right to 
rush into court to stop it. 

The only court which can interfere with the 
action of the directors is a United States one, 
and about the only person who can apply 
there for an injunction is the District-Attor- 
ney. A Washington dispatch received last 
night says that as the result of a conference 
yesterday between Attorney-General Olney 
and District-Attorney Milchrist of Chicago 
the latter was empowered to seek an injunc- 
tion in the Federal Court against the Sunday 
opening of the Fair. It is said further that 
the District-Attorney, on his arrival in Chica- 
go Friday, probably will take the necessary 
legal steps to carry out this program. 

There are good lawyers who claim that the 
United States tribunals have no jurisdiction 
in the premises, that Congress committed an 
illegal act when it attempted to encroach on 
the police power of the States and prescribe 
how Sunday should be observed on Illinois 
soil; and that while the government can close 
its own building on any day it pleases, it can- 
not interfere with other buildings, Osher 
good lawyers say that even if Congress had 
power to impose and the directers to accept 
the Sunday-closing condition, yet the terms of 
the original agreement have been violated by 
Congress, and that hence the directors cannot 
be forced to close Sundays and that the most 
a court could order them to do would be to 
pay back the money received—which they are 
ready to do. x 

Other lawyers are of the opinion that’ the 
United States courts have jurisdiction and 
can stop the Sunday opening of the’ Exposi- 
tion. If application is made toa Judge and 
he believes he has jurisdiction the opinions of 
lawyers that he has not will have little value. 
While it is reported as probable thatthe Dis- 
trict Attorney will apply for an in- 
junction before Sunday it is to be 
hoped that he will not, and that the 
weather will be pleasant on that day. Hf so, 
there will be a gathering at Jackson Park 
which ought to convince every man that the 
directors obeyed the almost unanimous will of 
the people when they threw open the doors. 
After two or three hundred thousand persons 
had rushed tothe Fair on a Sunday when 
there were but few visitors in the city, indicat- 
ing that the attendance would be much larger 
a few weeks later when the excursionists be- 
gan pouring in, it would be a harder task for 
a Judge to say that the gates should be shut 
‘and the multitudes barred out. 


JACKSON PARK AT NIGHT. 
Tt has been decided to open the Fair 


‘grounds Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday 


evenings ofeach week till half-past 10. The 
great buildings fronting on the grand plaza 
will be lighted and open to the public, the 
court of honor will be illuminated, and the 
powerful search lights will diffuse their daz- 
zling beams. Qn the numerous sptcial days 
which have been announced already (and 
more will be arranged for in time) the 
gates will not close till 11 o’clock. 

The evening attractions of the Exposition 
are so great now that the people should be al- 
lowed to see them as often as possible for 
their gratification and the benefit of the treas- 
ury of the Exposition. It was feared at one 
time that it would not be possible to do much 
in the way of night entertainments, that the 
means of transportation would not be suffi- 
cient, that there would be crushing and crowd- 
ing and a great probability of accidents. It 
was the opinion of others that the receipts 
would not cover the extra expenses. 

Experience has proved that those fears are 
groundless, The facilities for getting to and 
from the grounds are ample, and they can be 
used with as much safety by night as by day. 
Two hundred thousand people can make their 
way home. from the Fair at night without the 
least difficulty. When the warm summer 
nights come there will be no pleasanter place 
to spend them than at Jackson Park. All the 
visitors to Chicago will go there, of course. 


| Nor can any one imagine a pleasanter trip on 


a warm night thanon one of the big boats 
which run between the city and the Fair 
grounds. There are thousands of persons who 
would go to the Exposition grounds every 
night when the weather was not bad if they 
had a chanee; Everything should be done to 
accommodate them, and if any additional at- 
tractions can be devised to make the Fair 
more attractive at night than it is now they 
should be introduced. The Fair should hold 
a perpetual session as nearly as possible, 


THE INFANTA IN CHICAGO. 

It is stated that the Committee on Cere- 
monies of the World’s Columbian Exposition 
is in a state of mind about the coming of the 
Infanta Eulalia. It does not know what 
should be done to make her visit to this city 
an era in her existence, nor how to do it. Not 
one of the members of the committee knows 
exactly what court etiquette requires of them 
in their dealings with the aunt of a Spanish 
King and to what degree she is hedged in with 
ceremonial! laws, the breaking of which would 
be an international offense.. The uncle of a 
King is supposed to be a human being in spite 
of his high position. It is safe to assume that 
he likes to eat and drink and see fast horses. 
The manners and customs of regal aunts are 
unknown to most Chicagoans. 

For some reason Secretary Gresham has 
not sent on a chart of etiquette for the benefit 
of the World's Fair authorities. They would 
like to give the Infanta a banquet, that being 
the customary way of showing affection or re- 
spect for a fellow-being, but they do not know 
whether an Infanta can be -banqueted by 
them. Happily there is no reason why they 
should distress themselves, The care of the 
daughter of Spain has been placed in compe- 
tent hands—those of-Mayor Harrison. The 
Council, learning that the Infanta was to come

HOTELS IN THE PROHIBITION DISTRICT. 

It appears that there are now in the pro- 
hibition district of Hyde Park nearly 400 
hotels which have no bars but which sell 
beer and wine to guests at their meals. 
These sales are clearly in violation of law 
and some of the residents of Hyde Park have 
complained to the Chief of Police and 
asked that these illegal practices be stopped. 

The latter has been told by the Corporation 
Counsel to let the hotels alone. The law 
officer of the city does not deny that the 
sales in question are contrary to law, but he 
says that as the police force has many duties 
to perform and is so limited in number that 
it cannot discharge them all it should attend 
to those which are the most urgent, they 
being the preservation of the public peace 
and the protection of life and property. And 
as private citizens cannot discharge these 
last-named duties, but can institute proceed- 
ings for the violation of city ordinances, such 
as the one forbidding the sale of liquor in 
the prohibition district, Mr. Kraus suggests 
that “the individuals more immiediately af- 
fected’’ look after the prosecution of these 
Hyde Park hotels if they want to. 

It may be that they will not care to do so 
It is possible that they ‘will come to the con- 
clusion that these hotels are temporary in 


their nature; that they came with the World’s 


Fair and that all or most of them will go with 
it; and that many of the persons staying at 
them are in the habit of drinking beer or wine 
with their meals, and that if unable to do so 
at their present stopping places they would go 
elsewhere to their own inconvenience, because 
of the greater distaitéeé™from the Exposition 
grounds, and to the damage of the business of 
the hotelkeepers. i 

There is danger, however, that if hotels are 
permitted to overstep the law others in whose 
behalf no such plausible excuses can be urged 
will violate it. The temptation will be strong 
for men to start saloons under the pretense of 
opening eating-houses—with several hundred 
dollars’ worth of liquor and about $5 worth 
of bread, cheese, and corned beef. Unless 
precautions are taken the entire prohibition 
district will be filled::with nominal restau- 
rants, but actual 
up the minute they e their appearance 
then no great harm would be done by them if 
the police do not bother about the hotels.

It is in order to ask how much advantage 
has been gained by the Strikers at the foundry 
in this city which was placed in the hands of a 
receiver last Tuesday,, The company is in 
financial straits, and alleges that these are due 
to a strike by the workers at the foundry 
about three weeks agé.+ It is fair to presume 
the men were bemg paid all that the company 
could afford to pay, as it preferred closing to 
granting the terms demanded. The men who 
were dissatisfied with those wages now will 
have to seek employmient elsewhere, some of 
them being unable to find it during perhaps 
many weary weeks, and the probability is 
that not one of the number will get a 
new job at higher wages than those 
voluntarily abandoned. The folly of this 
particular strike is fully demonstra- 
ted, but it is only one in a long series of labor 
struggles which have terminated disastrously 
for the poor fellows who were misled by walk- 
ing delegates and other alleged friends of 
labor and found reason to curse their own 
stupidity in following the advice. A strike 
of dock laborers at Hull, Eng., has been 
settled within the last few days to the com- 
plete discomfiture of the men who engaged in 
it. They refused to work if other men, not 
members of their unions were allowed to labor 
there. They did not strike for increased pay 
ora smaller number. of hours, but simply 
with the intent to prevent the employment of 
some other men, a majority of whom had been 
expelled from the unions because from illness 
and other causes they bad been unable to pay 


dues, The strike is settled on the agreement * 


that no non-union man employed during the 
strike is to be discharged, and all the strikers 
who want to return to work may do so as far 
as work can be found for them. The strikers 
have gained nothing, but lost much, They 
are “ out”’ to the extentof the wages which 
they might have earned by continuing at 
work, many of the number will have to re- 
main idle fora time longer, and they have 
been forced to abandon the alleged principle 
in vindication of which the strike took place. 


Ayotner of the distilleries forming the 
whisky trust has been withdrawn from the 
nefarious combination, This extends to six 
the number of retirements, and every one of 
them is a concern that is well able to “go 
alone.”
